The pedestrian contest between Miss Jennie 
Krammer, of Boston, and Miss Kittie Clark, of 
Evansville, opened at St. George's Hall this 
morning at 10:30 o’clock. The start was to 
have been at exactly 10 o’clock, but 
there was a delay owing to some difti- 
culty in getting the hall ready. The 
track is about four feet wide and it requires 
twenty-nine laps to make a mile. This makes 
it rather awkward as the curves are rather 
sharp. 

The stakes are $250 a side, Mr. Charles A. 
Peavy, superintendent of Mussey’s Billiard 
Hall, being the holder. The 
is forty hours, commencing at 10:30 
o’clock to-day and ending at half-past 2 Sun- 
day morning. The lady walking the greatest 
number of miles receives the stake-money and 
seven-eighths of the gate-money, provided 
the loser walks 120 miles; if not that much, 
the winner gets everything. 

Miss Krammer has walked several 
matches, and has a record of 
129 miles in 56 hours. Miss Clark has a record 
of 100 miles in 26 hours, and made the last 
mile of a 50-mile walk at Evansville, last 
week, in 12 minutes. This is her first con- 
test, she having heretofore walked altogether 
against time. When everything was ready 
this morning the band struck 
up a lively air, and the two girls 
bounced out of their respective dressing- 
rooms and stepped on the track. Miss Kram- 
mer is slender, light and lithe. She wore a 
blue dress that came down to the tops of her 
shoes, and had a shawl thrown over her 
shoulders. Miss Clark is large, weighs 
probably 100 pounds, and was dressed 
in ink. She carried a  gold- 
headec ane, and looked to 
be in good trim. The two walkers made quite 
a contrast both as to their build and dress. 
They walked around the track two or three 
times, and then stopped in front of the judge’s 
stand and heard the articles of agree- 
ment read by Mr. Peavey. At the tap 
of the bell they started off side 
by side. After one or two laps had been 
made, Miss Krammer took the lead. Sheisa 
very easy walker, taking long steps and mov- 
ing with deceptive speed. Miss Clark, owing 
to her size, seems at least to use 
more exertion. Miss Krammer made 
her first mile in ten minutes and Miss Clark 
made hers inten aud a half. Both quickened 
up at the end of the first mile and the contest 
beg: an to grow interesting.

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture by Mr. Hall, of St. Louis, providing that 
where real estate is sold for back taxes, and 
the State becomes the purchaser, it shall pay 
the costs. The propnety of such a measure 
may be doubted. The State never willingly 
purchases real estate sold for taxes; it bids it 
in only when there are no other bidders, to 
have it sold again at à more favorable time. 
It does not desire the property; it wants the 
taxes on it—nothing more. To force it to pay 
the costs on the property, frequently double 
and treble the amount of its tax-claim, would 
defeat the purpose of the law. The law in- 
tended that the attorneys, collectors and oth- 
ers, whose fees constitute the chief part of the 
costs in back-tax proceedings, should take the 
chances of getting their fees out of the proper- 


ty. These fees are pretty liberal, and if they 


are lost in some cases, that is only one 
of the risks incurred. It would be a very un- 
profitable business for the State to pay a bill 
of costs of M0, where its tax-claim is on- 
ly 815. 

On Thursday the legislators, who had unan- 
imously agreed that if the old sternwheeler 
said it was so it must be so, were amazed 
to read the following editorial paragraph : 

It would appear, from a further considera- 
tion of the measure, that Mr. Hall’s bill, in- 
troduced in the House at Jefferson City, to 
require the state to pay the costs where it 
becomes the purchaser of realestate sold for 
taxes, may not be a bad one. When proper- 
ty is advertised and, at the appointed place 
and time, there are no bidders, and the Sheriff 
bids it in, itis doubtful whether the oflicers, 
who have merely obeyed orders, should be 
deprived of compensation for the work they 
have done. When one comes to look at it, 
there should be uo real difference, so far as 
costs are concerned, whether the property is 
sold to the State or to any other purchaser— 
and any expressions of ours in conflict with the 
provisions of this paragraph are, in legislative 
language, hereby repealed.

How Many are We? 
Sr. LOUIS, April 11. 
To the Editor of the Post-Disvatch: 

Without desiring to burden your columns 
With controversy, a few notes upon a com- 
munication appearing in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, from Mr. H. W. Williams, as to 
„How Many Are We,’’ may be found appro- 
priate to the subject handled. 

1. Heralding Mr. W.’s census of school 
children, it was proclaimed in public prints 
that a complete census of population like wise 
would be obtained. 

2. Mr. W. directed such census to be taken 
by his canvassers, and it was accomplished, he 
Says, to his satisfaction. 

3. Then the question arises, why was such 
census taken if there. was no intention to find 
the result? If we desire to find the popula- 
tion, how is curiosity satistied? What neces- 
sity exists of counting six wards to estimate 
twenty-eight, when all the figures are to be 
had, doing a great amount of labor without 
trying to gather the fruit? 

4. To tind the total population as well as 
school children needed but another column 
of figures. Ifthis has not been done, we 
suppose the reports of Mr. W.’s 244 canvass- 
ers are still accessible, and a count can yet 
be made that will truthfully settle the ques- 
tion without argument. 

5. No citizen of St. Louis can know, as Mr. 
W. states, that we have about 500,000 popula- 
tion, except by count, and no one desires to 
belittle the situation, No calculations, esti- 
mates or assertions have been made in your 
journal not founded on fact—on figures none 
have attempted to deny, except as to Mr. 
W. s total. If we are to depend on esti- 
mates then the ficures published as to direc- 
tory names, school census, registration of vo- 
ters and n.ortality reports all go to prove less 
than 400,000—and with Mr. Williams rests the 
proof or disproof,which, perhaps, he and Mr. 
Gould are ready to produce and thereby ton- 
found unbelievers. 

6. According to the ratio to be found 
from the U. S. census of 1870 in the State of 
Missouri, 97,557 school children (1878) be- 
tween 6 and 20 years would indicate about 
375,000 population.

not be given to him. Those who say that the 
country needs a strong hand at the helm to 
curb the Southern spirit, which has not been 
half subdued, forget that Gen. Grant, al- 
though a soldier, would have no more Consti- 
tutional power than any other President. 
Tue country always needs a strong executive. 
But if it must have Gen. Grant in 1880, not 
because he is believed to be a wise magistrate, 
but because be isa ‘‘strong’’ man, it must 
have him for the same reason in 1884, and as 
long as he lives. It is an argument which 
proves too much. To say that he is the only 
candidate who can be elected is the confession 
of a despair that we do not share, and to as- 
sert that he is the sole distinctive representa- 
tive of Republican principles is to insult Re- 
publican intelligence.

After order was once partially restored, the 
marriage license bill was taken up and 
passed by ayes 74, nays 42. This is one of the 
most important bills of the session. Its pro- 
visions are: 

Section 1. Marriage is considered in law 
asa civil contract, to which the consent of 
the parties capable in law of contracting is es- 
sential, 

Sec. 2. All marriages between parents and 

ebhydren, including grandparents and grand- 
children of every degree, between brothers 
and sisters ef the half as well as of the whole 
blood, and between uncles and nieces, aunts 
and nephews, double cousins, white persons 
and negroes or mulattoes are prohibited and 
declared absolutely void; and this prohibition 
shall apply to illegitimate as well as legitimate 
children and relatives. 

Sec. 3. All marriages where either of the 
parties has a former wife or husband living 
shall be void unless the former marriage shall 
have been dissolved. 

Sec. 4. Marriages may be solemnized by any 
judge of a court of record, Justice of the 
Peace, or licensed or ordained minister of the 
gospel, who shall produce a certificate from 
the County Clerk of the county in Which the 
marriage is celebrated, of good moral charac- 
ter from the chureh to which he may belong. 

Sec. 5. The Recorder of Deeds of the sev- 
eral counties in this State, and the Recorder 
of the City of St. Louis, shall, when 
apphed to by any person legally en- 
titled to a marriage liecnse, issue such li- 
cchnse. 

Sec.6. No Recorder of Deeds shall issue 
any license authorizing the marriage of any 
male under the age of twenty-one, or female 
under eighteen, except with the consent of 
the parent, guardian or other person having 
the care or custody of such minor, w hich 

consent, if not given in person at the time, 
shal] be evidenced by a certificate in writing, 
subscribed and sworn to by the proper person 
or persons, attested by two reputable wit- 
nesses, and filed in his office. 

Sec. 7. Any person who shall solemnize a 
marriage wherein the parties have not obtain- 
ed a license, as provided by this act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
convietion, shall be punished vy fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars; and in addition 
shall be subjeet to a civil action by the parent, 
guardian or other person having the care or 
custcdy of the person so married, 
wherein the recovery shall not exceed the 
sum of five hundred dollars; aud any Re- 
corder who shall issue a license contrary to the 
provisions of this act shall be subject to the 
like punishment, 

Sec. 8. The Recorder shall record all mar- 
riage licenses at the time they are issued, ina 
well-bound book kept for that purpose: and 
shall also file and record the return thereon 
by the person performing the marriage cere- 
mony, for-which he sball receive a fee of 
fifty cents, to be paid by the person returning 
the certificate; the fee for issuing and record- 
ing a license under this act shall be one doll: ar, 
to be paidfor by the person obtaining the 
same. 

Sec. 9. If any recorder shall neglect or re- 
fuse to issue a license to anv person legally en- 
titled thereto, on application for the same, 
and puyment of the fees provided for in the 
next preceding section, or shall fail or refuse 
to record said license, or the return thereon, 
as herein provided, he shall be dee med guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
shall be fined not excee ding one hundred dol- 
lars.

Every person having authority to 
join others in marriage shall keep a record of 
all marriages solemnized before him, and, 
within thirty days, returntothe Recorder of 
the County the license authorizing such mar- 
riage, with his return thereon, as herein re- 
quired; and if any person shall neglect or re- 
fuse to make return of said license. together

The Circumstance of Horace Greeley’s Fa- 
mous Loan to Cornelius Vanderbilt.

The Payment to Greeley’s 
Kieirs. 


[From the New York Tribune, 8th. } 
It should be added that William H. Vander- 


bilt insisted that the debts of Cornelius J. Van- | 


derbilt should be paid as a preliminary to 
further settlements. In accordance with this 
arrangement, Cornelius J. Vanderbilt has 
paid a largesum, not definitely ascertained, 
to Z. E. Simmons; to George Terry, $30,000; 
to Curtis Bacon, of Middletown, $2,000, aad 
the two daughters of the late Mr. Greeley, 
$61,187. The details of the latter indebted- 
ness and its payment have a 
special interest for the readers of the Tribune, 
and are given beluw. 

Mr. Greeley began to lend money to Corne- 
lius J. Vanderbilt when the latter was a very 
young man. He did so- out of sympathy with 
him, because Mr. Greeley believed that Cor- 
nelius Vanderbit, the old Commodore, was 
needlessiy harsh toward his youngest sen. Mr. 
Greeley may have believed the aumerous sto- 


ries of the young man’s bad habits; if so, he 
did not believe that harsh treatment and cruel 
deprivation of a boytrained tothink he had 
great expectations’’ was the right way to 
cure him of evil courses. r. Greeley 
was a man moved almost as much by 
sympathy us conviction, and the 
case of young Vanderbilt excited his pity to 
such an extent that down to 1864 he had loan- 
ed him in various amounts an aggregate of 
$45,934. In the year named Cornelius J. Van- 
derbilt was adjudicated a bankrupt, and, 
being discharged as such bankrupt, of course 
the debt to Mr. Greeley was practically ein- 
celed in a legal point of view. But on Dee. 
1, 1868, Cornelius J. Vanderbijt sent Mr. 
Greelev by mail two notes, each for $25,962 at 
7 per cent interest and running seven years, to 
secure him for the moneys advanced at 
various times, and represented by 
many notes and drafts for various 
amounts, all of which were surrendered by 
Mr. Greeley in the bankruptcy proceedings. 

Mr. C. J. Vanaerbilt claims to have received 
from Mr. Greeley in reply a letter saying that 
he (C. J. V.) did not owe him (Mr. G. J any- 
thing, but adding that be would retain the 
notes for his children. Subsequently Mr. 
Vanderbilt drew upon Mr. Greeley for the 
following sums, all of which were paid: 
1868—Druaft trom Washington 

1870—Draft trom Washington 

1870—Dratt from Washington 

1870—Draft from Washington 


Of course the latter sums have been pa hi ö 
ed long ago, and C. J. Vanderbilt was not 
legally bound to pay them, but on being told 
that they were held by the daughters he at once 
said they must be paid with interest. An ex- 
amination of all the claims outlawed and those 
still legal, withthe proper calculation of in- 
terest, resulted in establishing that the total 
sum due from Cornelius J. Vanderbilt to the 
Nuughters of Mr. Greeley was $81,187. 

‘Lo offset this were two claims. The first 
of $5,000 each to the two 
daughters mace by Commodore Vanderbilt 
shortly after Mr. Greeley’s death. And as 
illustrative of the characters of the two men, 
and to correct erroneous stories, it may be as 
wellto tell in proper form the circumstances 
of this payment and of a protest by Mr. Van- 
derbilt to Mr. Greeley against 
further loans. Commodore Vanderbilt 
undoubtedly believed that his way of discip- 
lining bis son was the correct one. On learn- 
ing that Mr. Greeley was advancing sums to 
his wild son, he called at the Tribune office 
and ascended to Mr. Greeley’s room. The 
editor of the Tribune was absorbed in writing 
an editorial. Commodore Vanderbilt was in 
u rage, He burst out, on approaching 
Mr. Greeley, with this emphatic remark: 
**Mr. Greeley, I want you to understand, 
sir, by G—d, I won't pay a d—d cent of 
my son’s debts.’’ Without looking up from 
his manuscript, Mr. Greeley replied: **Who 
the h—] asked you to?’’

Greeley. Scott Lord yesterday stated that 
other proof of the payment existed, but Mrs. 
Smith and Miss Gabrielle Greeley declined to 
dispute the point, and the $4,000 with inter- 
est, making altogether $10,000, was allowed, 
and this was also deducted ‘from the total, 
leuving the sum to be paid in full, $61,167.
